Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  Dover  Rural  District  for  the  year  1951. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  Rural  District  was  included 
in  the  East  Kent  (No.  2)  United  District  for  purposes  in  connection 
with  the  appointment  of  a Medical  Officer  of  Health,  which  appoint- 
ment was  governed  by  a joint  committee  on  which  the  Dover  Rural 
District  Council  was  represented. 

With  the  retirement  on  the  30th  June,  1951,  of  Dr.  Nicholl, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  United  District,  and  my  appoint- 
ment as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Dover  Rural  District,  the 
joint  committee  ceased  to  function  and  responsibility  for  the  new 
appointment  in  respect  of  the  Rural  District  became  vested  in  the 
Council’s  Public  Health  Committee. 

Vital  statistics  for  the  year  showed  a very' slight  decline  in  the 
birth  rate,  the  figures  being  16.1  per  thousand  of  the  population  com- 
pared with  16.5  for  1950.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15  5. 

The  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  9 . 8,  which  is 
a decrease  of  2.3  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  The  corre- 
sponding rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.5. 

Heart  disease  was  again  the  principal  cause  of  death  and  deaths 
from  Cancer  showed  an  increase  during  the  year. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  was  33  per  thousand  live  births,  being 
8.6  lower  than  in  1950  but  still  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales, 
which  was  29.6. 

Apart  from  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  the  incidence  of 
infectious  diseases  was  low,  no  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis 
having  been  notified. 

Sanitary  conditions  in  the  area  continued  to  receive  close  attention 
and  progress  was  made  with  schemes  to  provide  adequate  drainage  for 
a number  of  parishes. 

The  total  number  of  new  houses  completed  was  60  while  48  were 
under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  submitting  this  report  I would  like  to  express  the  appreciation 
of  the  Department’s  staff  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support,  and  to  thank  the  Clerk 
and  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  information  supplied  for 
inclusion  in  this  report.

SECTION  B 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

Clinical  material  for  examination  may  be  submitted  to  the  local 
Hospitals’  Laboratory  Service  as  well  as  to  the  County  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Maidstone,  where  all  routine  examinations  of  samples 
of  milk,  water  etc.  are  carried  out. 

Hospitals 

There  are  no  hospitals  situated  within  the  Rural  District  and  three 
hospitals  in  the  Borough  of  Dover,  which  are  administered  by  the 
South  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  provide  appro- 
priate facilities  for  general  medical,  surgical,  maternity  and  infectious 
cases. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  Kent  County  Council,  as  the  administrative  Authority 
responsible,  provides  this  service  in  the  Rural  Area. 

Clinics  and  Welfare  Centres 

The  County  Council  as  Local  Health  and  Education  Authority 
provides  various  specialist  and  consultant  services  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers,  infants,  toddlers  and  children  of  school  age. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  also  provides  local  clinic  services 
including  facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
and  of  venereal  disease. 
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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

Some  95%  of  the  houses  in  the  Rural  District  are  supplied  from 
the  public  mains.  Of  the  sixteen  parishes  in  the  district,  twelve  are 
supplied  by  the  East  Kent  Water  Company,  two  by  the  Folkestone 
Waterworks  Company  and  two  by  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company. 
Two  small  areas  at  Alkham  and  Capel  were  still  under  consideration 
for  a mains  supply  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Reports  on  samples  taken  from  the  public  water  supply  show  that 
the  water  is  quite  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  taken,  one  from  a well,  one  from  a 
water  tank  and  one  from  a tap  fed  direct  from  a cistern  which  in  turn 
is  fed  from  the  main  supply.  In  the  former  two  samples  there  was 
evidence  of  recent  contamination,  but  in  the  latter  sample  there  was 
no  evidence  of  recent  contamination. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  are  no  main  sewerage  systems  in  operation  in  the  area  and 
sewage  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  cesspools,  septic  tanks,  pail  closets 
and  chemical  closets.

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  have  now 
sanctioned  the  schemes  for  the  sewerage  of  Temple  Ewell,  River  and 
Capel.  A tender  has  been  accepted  for  the  scheme  for  Temple  Ewell 
and  River,  and  agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  Dover  Borough 
for  the  disposal  of  the  effluent.  It  is  hoped  to  commence  the  work 
shortly. 

No  further  progress  has  yet  been  made  with  the  schemes  for  the 
sewerage  of  Whitfield,  Lydden,  Shepherdswell,  St.  Margarets  and 
Ringwould. 

Scavenging 

The  collection  and  removal  of  domestic  refuse,  the  emptying  of 
cesspools  and  collection  of  pails  has  been  carried  out  by  direct  labour, 
and  has  worked  very  satisfactorily.

5.  Disinfection 

The  Rural  District  Council  does  not  possess  a disinfecting  plant 
and,  where  necessary,  infected  bedding  and  clothing  is  disinfected  by 
arrangement  with  the  Hospital  Authority. 

During  the  year  three  batches  of  clothing  were  dealt  with  in  this 
manner.
